4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey 
property  acquired  by  the  Town,  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  by 
public  auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid)  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require.

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal 
or  another  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes 
available  during  the  year  subject  to  the  provisions  set  forth  in 
RSA  31:95-b. 

Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following  ordinance: 

WHEREAS,  inspections  are  required  with  respect  to  the  erection, 
construction,  alteration,  and  reconstruction  of  buildings  or  struc- 
tures designed  for  human  occupancy  to  insure  conformity  with  the 
zoning  ordinance,  subdivision  regulations.  State  septic  system  re- 
quirements and  requirements  of  N.H.  RSA  155-D  relating  to 
Energy  Conservation  in  New  Building  Construction;  and 
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WHEREAS,  such   inspections  must  be  made  on  site  by  the 
Selectmen  or  their  designated  agent; 
NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  Enacted: 

(a)  No  building  or  structure  or  addition  thereto  shall  be 
erected,  constructed,  altered  or  reconstructed  if  such 
erection,  construction,  alteration  or  reconstruction  shall 
involve  the  expenditure  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  more 
during  any  calendar  year  until  and  unless  a  building  permit 
has  been  applied  for  in  writing  and  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

(b)  Provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  relieve  the  owner 
from  furnishing  information  as  to  all  such  construction  on 
the  annual  inventory  required  by  State  law. 

(c)  The  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  Selectmen  with  the  applica- 
tion for  such  building  permit  or  notice  of  intent  such  fee 
as  the  Selectmen  shall  determine  based  on  a  reasonable 
estimate  of  the  average  cost  to  the  Town  for  processing 
such  applications  and  for  inspections  of  the  premises. 

(d)  Violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine 
up  to  $25.00  for  each  offense  and  $5.00  per  week  during 
the  period  of  noncompliance. 

(e)  The  ordinance  adopted,  Article  28,  dated  1974  with  respect 
to  notice  of  intent  to  construct,  is  hereby  repealed.

Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  subject  to  gates  and  bars  the 
Town  road  called  the  Bennett  Street  Loop  from  Gunnar  Berg 
place  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Norse  place.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  subject  to  gates  and  bars  the 
Town  road  on  the  westerly  side  of  Route  113  to  Mrs.  Arlene 
Pearson  place  and  known  as  the  Old  Holderness  Road.

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,431.59  to  be  used  in  accordance  with  RSA  241:15  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  the  estimated  revenue  of

$2,400.00  to  have  an  audit  of  the  Town  books  of  account  made. 
The  selection  of  the  audit  firm  to  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Selectmen.   Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
up  to  $5,400.00  for  ambulance  service.  This  is  a  bid  price. 

Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  for  the  updating  of  valuations  on  new  buildings, 
construction,  new  property  transfers,  and  for  the  revision  of  prop- 
erty tax  maps  in  reference  to  new  property  transfers.

$3,500.00  to  defray  Damages  and  Legal  Expenses  and  Town  Line

to  purchase  a  new  copy  machine  for  the  Town  use,  and  to  use  the 
present  machine  as  a  trade-in.  This  is  a  bid  price.

$8,000.00  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  conservation 
measures  and  improvements  in  accordance  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Energy  Code  to  Town  buildings.

Suggested  fees  to  cover  actual  full  costs  to  be  set  at  $30.00  for  a

private  and  development  roads;  and  to  use  the  money  raised  in 
fees  in  accordance  with  this  article,  and  to  transfer  up  to  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  from  excess  money  from  the  1980  Plowing  Fees 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Equipment  Depreciation  Fund.  Fees 
payable  by  October  31,  1981  for  the  1981-82  winter  season.

$500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Planning  Board.

$1,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative.

$8,000.00  to  be  used  by  the  Town  Forest  Committee  to  pay  ex- 
penses incurred  in  managing  Town  forest;  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  use  funds  as  they  come  available  from  the  sale  of 
forest  products  for  this  purpose.    Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  all 
funds  and  interest  from  the  Town  Forest  Fund  and  combine  such 
funds  with  the  Town  Forest  Committee  funds  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  managing  Town  forest  lands,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:113. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  from  the  Quimby  Trustees  the 
sum  of  $10,000.00  and  interest,  and  to  expend  from  time  to  time 
as  needed  such  funds  for  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the 
bridges  in  Sandwich  Notch.   Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$23,272.00  for  maturing  town  notes  and  interest  due  the  Bank  of 
New  Hampshire,  N.A.,  the  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank,  and  the 
Concord  National  Bank  in  the  year  1980.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 
TOWN  OF  SANDWICH 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the 
combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1981,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset 
Group  of  accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset 
Group  of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained 
in  the  above  paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the 
combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Tov^m  of  Sandwich, 
New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1981,  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  account- 
ing principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion 
on  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  com- 
bining fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying 
financial  information  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of 
contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a 
required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich,  New  Hampshire.  The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined,  com- 
bining fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTES  TO  THE   FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
December  31,  1981 

NOTE  1 -SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies 
employed  in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

A.  Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  or 
account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting 
entity.  The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a 
separate  set  of  self-balancing  accounts  tliat  comprise  its  assets, 
liabilities,  fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  as  appropriate. 
Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in 
individual  funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
to  be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are  con- 
trolled. The  various  funds  are  grouped  by  type  in  the  financial 
statements.  The  following  fund  types  and  account  groups  are  used 
by  the  Town. 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund— The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of 
the  Town.  All  general  tax  revenues  and  other  receipts  that  are  not 
allocated  by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are 
accounted  for  in  this  fund.  From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general 
operating  expenditures,  the  fixed  charges,  and  the  capital  im- 
provement costs  that  are  not  paid  through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds— Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable 
trust  or  major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting 
because  of  legal  or  regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action. 
Included  in  this  fund  type  are  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  Driveway 
Plowing,  Blanchard  Highway  and  Sidewalk,  Hall/Atwood  Highway 
and  Sidewalk,  Wentworth  Library,  Conservation  Commission  and 
Forestry  Committee  funds. 

Capital  Projects  Funds— Transactions  related  to  resources  obtained 
and   used   for  the   acquisition,  construction  or  improvement  of 
capital  facilities  are  accounted  for  in  Capital  Projects  Funds.  Such 
resources  are  derived  principally  from  proceeds  of  long-term  notes 
or  bonds  and  from  federal  and  state  grants. 

FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 

Trust  Funds— Trust  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  assets  held  in 
trust  by  the  Town  for  others. 

B.  Account  Groups  (Fixed  Assets  &  Long-Term  Liabilities) 

All  governmental  funds  and  expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted 
for  on  a  spending  or  "financial  flow"  measurement  focus.  This 
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means  that  only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  are  generally 
included  on  their  balance  sheets.  Their  reported  fund  balance  (net 
current  assets)  is  considered  a  measure  of  "available  spendable 
resources".  Governmental  fund  operating  statements  present  in- 
creases (revenues  and  other  financing  sources)  and  decreases 
(expenditures  and  other  uses)  in  net  current  assets.  Accordingly, 
they  are  said  to  present  a  summary  of  sources  and  uses  of  available 
spendable  resources  during  a  period. 

General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental 
purposes  and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making 
the  expenditure.  These  expenditures  are  required  to  be  capitalized 
at  historical  cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  for 
accountability  purposes.  In  accordance  with  the  practices  followed 
by  other  municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  main- 
tain a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly,  a  statement 
of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

Long-term  liabilities  expected  to  be  financed  from  governmental 
funds  are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term,  Debt  Account 
Group.  This  account  group  is  not  a  fund.  It  is  concerned  only  with 
the  measurement  of  financial  position  and  not  results  of  operations. 
Since  they  do  not  affect  net  current  assets,  such  long-term 
liabihties  are  not  recognized  as  governmental  fund  type  liabilities. 
They  are  instead  reported  as  liabilities  in  the  General  Long-Term 
Debt  Account  Group. 

C.  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  General,  Special  Revenue,  Capital  Projects,  and 
Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  maintained  and  reported  on  the 
modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting,  sources  of  financial  resources  and  assets  are 
recognized  when  measurable  and  available  to  finance  operations 
during  the  year.  Uses  of  financial  resources  and  liabilities  are 
recognized  when  obligations  are  incurred  from  receipt  of  goods 
and  services,  when  assessments  are  made  by  the  State  or  in  the  case 
of  judgments  and  claims  against  the  Town,  when  there  is  a  prob- 
ability that  such  judgments  and  claims  will  result  in  liabilities,  the 
amounts  of  which  can  be  reasonably  estimated.  Exceptions  to  this 
general  rule  include:  1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay, 
and  2)  principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is 
recognized  when  due.  All  Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted 
for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 

D.  Budgetary  Accounting 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in 
budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary 
accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements 
which  govern   the  Town's  operations.  However,  contrary  to  gen- 
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erally  accepted  accounting  principles,  it  has  not  been  the  practice 
of  the  Town  to  adopt  an  annual  budget  for  all  Special  Revenue 
funds.  The  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations 
as  authorized  by  annual  or  special  town  meetings.  The  Selectmen 
may  transfer  funds  between  operating  categories  as  they  deem 
necessary.  State  Statutes  require  balanced  budgets  but  provide  for 
the  use  of  beginning  fund  balance  to  achieve  that  end. 

In  1981,  beginning  fund  balance  was  applied  as  follows:

Encumbrances 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts, 
and  continuing  appropriations  (certain  projects  and  specific  items 
not  fully  expended  at  year -end)  are  recognized,  is  employed  in  the 
governmental  funds.  Encumbrances  are  not  the  equivalent  of 
expenditures;  and  are  therefore  reported  as  part  of  the  fund 
balance  at  December  31  and  are  carried  forward  to  supplement 
appropriations  of  the  subsequent  year.  The  reserve  for  encumbran- 
ces at  December  31  consists  of  the  following:

Investments 

Investments  in  all  instances  are  stated  at  cost,  or  in  the  case  of  do- 
nated investments,  at  market  value  at  the  time  of  bequest  or 
receipt. 

Inventories 

Inventory  in  the  General  and  Special  Revenue  funds  consists  of 
expendable  supplies  held  for  consumption.  The  cost  thereof  has 
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been  recorded  as  an  expenditure  at  the  time  individual  inventory 
items  were  purchased. 

H.      Accumulated  Unpaid  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

Accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay  is  not  accrued  in  the 
governmental  funds  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Employees  may  accumulate  fifteen  days  sick  leave  at  a  rate  of  five 
days  per  year.  Vacation  is  granted  in  varying  amounts  depending 
on  department.  Vacation  and  sick  pay  accumulation  does  not 
exceed  a  normal  year's  allowance. 

I.       Taxes  Collected  For  Others 

The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for 
the  Interlakes  Cooperative  School  District  and  Carroll  County 
which  are  remitted  to  these  governmental  units  as  required  by  law. 
The  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with 
the  Town.  The  payments  are  recorded  in  the  general  fund  as 
intergovernmental  transfers.

J.       Property  Taxes 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  and  raises  through  taxation  an 
amount  for  abatements  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  tax 
revenues  known  as  overlay.  All  abatements  and  refunds  are  charged 
to  this  account.  The  amount  raised  in  1981  was  $9,247  and  expen- 
ditures amounted  to  $5,498. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Tax  Collector  sells  at  tax  sale  all  un- 
collected property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are 
due.  The  purchaser  at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these 
properties  and  accrues  interest  at  18%  per  annum.  Delinquent 
taxpayers  must  redeem  property  from  tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least 
undivided  interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related 
costs  due.  If  property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  two  year 
redemption  period,  the  property  is  tax-deeded    to  the  lien  holder. 

K.      Interfund  Transactions 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous 

.  transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers 

of  resources   to  provide   services  and  fund  capital  outlay.  The 
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accompanying  governmental  and  fiduciary  fund  financial  state- 
ments reflect  such  transactions  as  transfers.

NOTE  4-PENSION  PLAN 

The  Town  participates  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Retirement 
System.  The  Town's  contribution  for  normal  cost  of  the  plan  is 
based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the  entire  State  plan.  Since 
the  actuarial  valuation  is  performed  on  the  entire  State  plan  the 
amount,  if  any,  of  the  excess  of  vested  benefits  over  pension  fund 
assets  is  not  available.  The  Town  does  not  have  an  accrued 
liability  for  past  service  costs.  Pension  costs  amounted  to  $1,163 
in  1981.

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SANDWICH  SELECTMEN 
Annual  Report  1981 

During  1981,  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  has  been  active  in  carrying 
out  its  required  duties.  Some  of  these  activities  and  future  direction 
for  the  Town  are  noted  in  the  following  report. 

The  equalized  tax  evaluation  for  the  Town  has  decreased  from  100% 
in  1978,  the  year  of  the  last  property  revaluation,  to  76%  in  1982.  The 
equalized  tax  evaluation  is  used  to  determine  the  amount  that  Sandwich 
pays  for  education  and  for  County  Tax.  The  method  of  arriving  at  the 
percentage  is  determined  by  the  State  Department  of  Taxation.  The 
basis  for  the  percentage  is  obtained  from  property  sold  during  the 
previous  year.  The  selling  price  of  each  piece  of  property  is  compared  to 
the  assessed  value  the  town  assessors  have  placed  on  the  property.  As 
property  values  vary  more  widely  from  assessed  values,  a  complete  re- 
valuation of  all  property  in  town  becomes  necessary.  A  Town  Warrant 
article  requesting  approval  of  an  indexing  program  to  adjust  property 
values  annually  should  accomplish  necessary  changes  from  year  to  year 
at  a  lower  cost  to  all  tax  payers,  rather  than  a  town-wide  revaluation; 
and  this  reduces  the  shock  of  major  property  values  if  left  to  accumu- 
late over  a  longer  period  of  time.  This  request  comes  after  many  hours 
of  studying  on  our  part  trying  to  determine  the  best  way  to  help 
stabalize  our  tax  rate. 

The  importance  of  growth  controls  or  the  lack  of  them  became  evi- 
dent this  year  with  the  change  from  an  inn  to  a  commercial  restaurant 
in  the  village.  The  failure  of  the  septic  system  due  to  a  demand  it  was 
not  designed  for  was  the  cause  of  the  sewage  running  through  our  storm 
drain  system  and  across  lots  behind  the  Elementary  School.  Because  of 
the  increase  of  business  at  the  restaurant  with  limited  parking  facilities, 
a  problem  has  developed  with  illegally  parked  cars,  and  with  the  snow 
banks,  it  becomes  more  evident  in  the  winter.  This  puts  a  greater  de- 
mand on  our  Police  Dept.  to  try  and  keep  the  area  roads  open  for 
normal  vehicle  travel  and  more  importantly,  emergency  vehicles.  It  is 
difficult  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  community  without  the 
proper  controls.  Recommendations  to  address  these  problems  and 
others  have  been  presented  by  the  Planning  Board  for  voter  consider- 
ation. 

The  adoption  of  the  Building  Permit  system  at  the  1981  Town  Meet- 
ing has  made  it  easier  for  the  Town  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the 
building  and  improvements  within  the  Town  and  also  to  enforce  the 
Town's  Zoning  Ordinances.  For  these  reasons,  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
has  been  very  busy  this  year,  and  we  appreciate  all  the  time  and  effort 
they  have  put  into  this  difficult  task.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  will  have  to  defend  their  decision  to  uphold  the 
Wetlands  Ordinance  in  Superior  Court  this  year.  We  are  confident  that 
the  Town  ordinances  will  be  upheld  and  our  decisions  will  stand. 

The  Sandwich  Dump  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  landfill  dumps  with- 
in the  state.  As  such,  the  landfill  area  has  come  under  the  careful 
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scrutiny  of  State  Solid  Waste  Management  officials.  State  inspections 
have  resulted  in  changes  in  the  operation  at  the  Dump.  A  voluntary 
recycling  program,  initiated  in  1980,  became  mandatory  in  March  of 

1981.  Required  daily  covering  of  garbage  resulted  in  limiting  the 
number  of  days  that  garbage  could  be  brought  to  the  Dump.  In  1982, 
monitoring  wells  must  be  installed  to  provide  testing  for  the  contamin- 
ation of  ground  water  in  the  landfill  area.  There  is  a  need  to  improve 
the  management  and  storage  of  recycled  materials.  Funds  for  improve- 
ments in  the  recycling  area  are  included  in  the  Dump  appropriation.  If 
the  landfill  area  is  closed  at  a  later  date,  the  recycHng  area  should  not 
be  affected.  Long  range,  it  is  anticipated  that  garbage  will  have  to  be 
compacted  and  moved  to  a  Regional  Sohd  Waste  Disposal  Center.  In 
May  of  1981,  House  Bill  944  relevant  to  the  mandatory  handling  of 
solid  waste  was  enacted.  This  Board  felt  that  this  law  was  too  extreme 
in  its  implementation,  and  we  fought  vigorously  to  have  it  amended  to 
a  more  acceptable  level.  Through  the  help  and  efforts  of  the  State 
Senator  from  our  district,  Ray  Conley,  we  feel  this  has  been  accomp- 
lished. An  article  proposing  that  a  fund  be  set  up  to  accumulate  capitol 
for  compliance  to  the  statute  is  in  the  Warrant. 

The  Town  wood-cutting  project  will  be  completed  in  April  of  1982. 
The  wood  lot  will  then  become  available  for  cross  country  ski  trails 
and  for  management  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

In  1981,  the  Fire  Dept.  received  a  new  Chevrolet  fire  truck,  1,000- 
gallon  pump  with  a  750-gallon  tank,  purchased  for  $59,000.00.  The 
second  fire  truck,  a  Mack  with  a  1,000-gallon  pump  and  a  1,000-gallon 
tank   was   purchased  for  $91,000.00,  and  over  $20,000.00  of  new 
equipment  was  also  purchased.  NOTE:  The  two  new  fire  trucks  are 
pictured  on  the  front  cover. 

To  date,  we  have  spent  almost  $5,000.00  for  energy  conservation  in 
Town  buildings.  One  of  the  most  noticeable  results  was  the  decrease  in 
heating  oil  usage  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  from  5,600  gallons  in  1979 
to  3,112  gallons  in  1981.  The  efforts  made  in  1981  will  be  realized  in 
1982  and  will  be  reflected  in  our  budget. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  ice  skating,  the  Town  has  started  cross 
country  ski  trails  on  the  Sandwich  Fair  Association  land.  The  Town  has 
also  paid  membership  fees  for  residents  to  participate  in  the  Red  Hill 
Ski  Area  program.  These  programs  were  made  possible  through  joint 
funding  with  the  Quimby  Trust. 

The  Town  Hall  Renovation  is  well  under  way  with  many  visible 
changes  made  during  the  past  year.  The  most  noticeable  being  the 
painting  of  the  exterior.  The  renovation  of  the  downstairs  interior  for 
more  practical  use  and  energy   conservation  should  be  completed  in 

1982.  The  Renovation  Committee  has  met  every  two  weeks  during 
these  projects,  and  we  thank  them  for  all  their  time  and  effort  given 
for  this  project.  Additional  funding  will  be  needed  to  complete  the 
total  project. 

In  most  towns,  the  positions  of  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer, 
and   Selectmen  are  readily  recognized  as  being  important  in  keeping 
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the  town  functioning  from  year  to  year.  Little  has  been  said  of  the 
individuals  who  serve  in  the  seventy  or  more  positions  that  are  filled 
each  year  by  elections  or  appointments  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
with  no  compensation.  We  wish  to  join  with  die  rest  of  the  towns- 
people in  expressing  our  thanks  for  the  time  and  efforts  given  by  these 
community -spirited  individuals.

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REPORT  ON  THE  RENOVATION  OF  THE  TOWN  HALL 

A  well  has  been  dug  and  the  water  brought  into  the  Town  Hall.  A 
septic  system,  complying  with  state  standards,  is  in  place.  Through  the 
kindness  of  the  Quimby  Trustees,  both  are  located  under  the  ground 
of  the  Frost  lot,  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  has  been  painted  and  minor  repairs 
accomplished.  There  is  a  new  roof  on  the  building  with  the  "signed" 
shingles  as  part  of  that  roof. 

Two  new  toilets,  accessible  to  the  handicapped,  have  been  built  and 
a  drinking  fountain  installed  in  the  corridor. 

A  new  heating  system,  with  thermostats  for  zoned  heating,  has  been 
installed.  After  an  energy  audit  by  the  Governor's  Council  on  Energy, 
the  old  plaster  is  being  removed  and  fiber  glass  insulation  with  a  vapor 
barrier  is  being  put  up  on  the  outside  walls  as  the  work  progresses 
through  the  building. 

The  stage  in  the  first  floor  has  been  removed  and  a  flat  floor  put 
down.  The  large  space  is  divided  into  three  smaller  rooms  and  a  hall. 
The  selectmen's  office  and  the  police  office  are  the  next  parts  of  the 
building  to  be  rehabilitated. 

The  Town  Hall  is  listed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places 
and  grants  from  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  and  from 
the  Heritage  Conservation  and  Recreation  Service  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  have  been  awarded  to  the  project. 

Both  year-round  and  summer  residents  of  Sandwich  have  given 
generously  to  the  Town  Hall  project,  as  have  local  groups  and  organiza- 
tions; money,  materials  and  work  have  all  been  very  gratefully  received. 

The  Town  Hall  Renovation  committee  wished  to  thank  the  selectmen 
for  their  help.

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SANDWICH  HOME  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

1981  Annual  Report 

The  Sandwich  Home  Nursing  Association,  which  was  incorporated 
on  July  22,  1980,  has  had  an  active  and  successful  year  in  1981,  with 
31  people  in  the  Town  receiving  home  care  in  1981  as  against  21  in 
1980.  The  total  home  visits  made  here  by  the  Wolfeboro  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  nurse  in  1981  was  618,  which  is  more  than  a  doubl- 
ing of  the  293  such  visits  made  in  1980. 

In  1981  the  fee  stipulated  by  the  VNA  was  $2,200,  and  this  was 
paid  to  them  by  the  Home  Nursing  Association;$l,000  of  this  sum 
came  from  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  as  voted  at  Town  Meeting  in 
March  1981,  and  the  rest  came  from  the  Sandwich  Home  Nursing 
Association.  In  view  of  the  doubling  of  the  amount  of  home  nursing 
and  physiotherapy  care  rendered  the  people  here  in  1981  over  1980, 
the  VNA  is  asking  for  a  fee  of  $3,300  for  the  year  1982.  The  officers  of 
the  Home  Nursing  Association  believe  that  it  will  be  able  to  pay 
$1,800  of  this  amount,  and  are  asking  the  people  of  Sandwich,  at 
Town  Meeting,  to  vote  $1,500  to  be  paid  to  the  Association  for  1982. 

The  Wolfeboro  VNA  had  receipts  of  $7,686  from  the  people  it  serv- 
ed in  Sandwich  in  1981,  and  $6,350  of  this  was  collected  from 
Medicare  and  $17  from  Blue  Cross,  while  the  rest  came  from  fees  and 
donations  paid  the  nurses  by  those  receiving  care  here.

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SANDWICH  PLANNING  BOARD 

Annual  Report  1982 

By  far  the  largest  accomplishment  for  the  Planning  Board  in  1981 
was  the  completion  and  formal  adoption  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan. 
Thanks  to  the  many  hours  of  hard  work  contributed  by  the  more  than 
60  volunteers,  your  Planning  Board  was  able  to  come  up  with  a  pro- 
duct that  has  received  wide  acclaim  for  originality  and  thoroughness. 
Copies  of  the  Plan  are  available  for  the  public's  use  at  the  Samuel 
Wentworth  Library.  Many  residents  and  non-residents  took  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  to  purchase  the  limited  number  of  extra  copies 
made  available  to  the  public.  The  plan  is  intended  for  use  not  only  by 
town  officials  but  by  private  groups  and  individuals.  We  urge  all 
Sandwich  residents  to  make  use  of  the  many  interesting  and  useful 
facts  the  Plan  contains. 

As  part  of  a  continuing  effort  to  preserve  the  beauty  of  Sandwich 
and  the  health  and  safety  of  its  residents,  the  Planning  Board  has  also 
adopted  Excavation  Regulations  as  prescribed  by  State  law.  Briefly, 
these  regulations  require  that  a  permit  be  obtained  from  the  Planning 
Board  before  any  commercial  excavations  for  sand,  gravel,  soil  and 
construction  aggregates  can  be  permitted.  Such  excavations?  will  be 
strictly  regulated  and  will  require  restoration  of  the  land  upon  com- 
pletion of  excavations  or  expiration  of  the  permit. 

Property  owners  wishing  to  do  business  with  the  Planning  Board 
are  reminded  that  the  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
every  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  Although  these  meetings  are  open  to 
the  public,  a  recently  enacted  State  law  requires  strict  adherence  to 
new  procedures  for  appearing  on  the  agenda.  Among  other  things,  the 
new  procedures  require  that  applications  to  appear  on  the  agenda  be 
submitted  at  least  15  days  prior  to  the  Board's  regular  meeting  day. 
Since  certain  matters  (such  as  subdivision  applications)  may  require 
public  hearings  and  the  notification  of  abutters  through  certified 
mail,  applicants  should  be  prepared  to  pay  attendant  costs  in  ad- 
vance. In  short,  prospective  applicants  should  become  acquainted 
with  the  new  Zoning  and  Subdivision  Regulations  and  Planning 
Board  procedures  well  in  advance  in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary 
delays.  These  regulations  are  available  at  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Finally,  the  1982  Warrant  will  contain  a  new  proposed  Districting 
Ordinance  and  several  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  These 
changes  are  in  keeping  with  many  of  the  opinions  expressed  in  the 
Master  Plan  questionnaires.  They  represent  changes  that  your  Plan- 
ning Board  feels  will  help  preserve  the  beauty  and  historical  heritage 
of  our  town.  We  hope  you  have  agreed  with  us.

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1981  Report  of 
THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

In  1981,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  met  sixteen  times  and  held  ten 
hearings  on  appeals  including  two  rehearings.  In  addition,  the  Board 
considered  three  motions  for  rehearing. 

The  appeals  heard  involved  both  variances  and  appeals  from  ad- 
ministrative decisions.  The  appeals  related  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
the  Wetlands  Ordinance  and/or  the  Building  Code  Ordinance  and  in- 
volved questions  of  setback  for  dwellings  and  septic  systems,  multi- 
family  use  of  dwellings  and  the  maximum  number  of  dwellings  per 
lot. 

The  Board  members  made  numerous  visits  to  the  sites  involved  in 
the  appeals  prior  to  the  related  hearings  to  improve  their  under- 
standing of  each  situation. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Board  including  the  alter- 
nates for  their  always  willing  response  to  requests  made  of  them 
throughout  the  year. 

We  urge  all  who  might  be  building,  for  example,  to  carefully  con- 
sider the  applicable  Town  Ordinances  when  making  their  plans  so 
that  unnecessary  appeals  are  avoided.  If  an  appeal  is  necessary,  the 
Board  will  conscientiously  and  thoroughly  consider  the  matter.  The 
Board  will  be  helped  by  an  orderly  and  brief  but  complete  presenta- 
tion of  the  appeal.

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TOWN  FOREST  REPORT 

The  forest  committee  has  the  principal  responsibihty  of  managing 
town  ownership.  Its  major  project  the  past  two  years  has  been  the 
planning,  layout  and  sale  of  timber  on  the  70  acre  tract  located  off  Mt. 
Israel  Road.  This  parcel  borders  the  Leonard  Byrd  Chapman  Wildlife 
Sanctuary,  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  and  Cold  River.  There 
are  approximately  2,200  feet  of  river  frontage  along  Cold  River. 

In  1979  an  examination  of  this  tract  revealed  a  woodlot  consisting  of 
old  growth  mixed  hardwood  and  softwood  including  white  and  yellow 
birch,  red  maple,  sugar  maple,  ash,  beech,  hemlock,  spruce  and  white 
pine. 

The  overall  condition  of  the  stand  was  in  a  serious  state  of  decHne. 
Heavy  mortality  in  the  birch  and  beech  was  evident.  This  was  due  not 
only  to  the  advanced  age  of  the  trees  (70-100+  years)  but  also  a  serious 
insect  defoliation  in  the  early  1970's  and  a  beech  bark  disease.  The 
committee  felt  a  salvage  cut  was  of  utmost  importance. 

The  County  Extension  Forester  began  preparations  to  sell  the  timber 
by  first  marking  and  scaling  all  trees  to  be  harvested.  This  work  was 
accomplished  during  the  summer  of  1979.  The  following  volumes  were 
marked  for  harvest: 

Sawtimber  Pulpwood 

Hardwood  145,000  board  feet  600  cords 

Softwood  3 5,000  board  feet  50  cords 

A  timber  sale  prospectus  was  prepared  and  the  Selectmen  were 
advised  to  place  the  timber  up  for  bids.  Approximately  five  timber 
buyers  reviewed  the  timber  sale.  The  timber  was  sold  to  Saunders 
Brothers,  Fryeburg,  ME. 

Logging  began  during  the  summer  of  1980.  Harvesting  had  to  cease 
during  March  of  1981  due  to  mud  conditions.  Extensive  rains  throughout 
the  summer  of  1981  forced  a  second  postponement  of  this  project. 
Logging  resumed  in  January  1982.  The  deadline  to  complete  this  pro- 
ject is  April  1,  1982.  With  a  little  luck  this  goal  should  be  accompHshed. 

Because  of  the  extensive  quantity  of  hardwood  pulpwood  or  firewood 
a  special  arrangement  was  made  to  sell  truckloads  of  tree  length  fire- 
wood to  Sandwich  residents.  This  wood  was  sold  at  cost.  A  truckload 
containing  approximately  six  cords  of  firewood  was  sold  at  $210. 
Approximately  80  people  signed  up  to  purchase  a  load  of  wood.  A 
final  tally  is  not  known  at  this  time. 

The  expected  income  from  the  sale  of  this  wood  is  $13,000  -  $15,000. 
This  money  will  be  placed  in  a  special  Town  Forest  account.  The 
interest  earned  will  finance  special  projects  including  the  surveying  of 
other  town  ownerships,  maintaining  boundary  lines,  timber  stand  im- 
provement work,  and  expenses  involved  with  promoting  the  recreational 
use  of  town  land. 
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The  condition  of  this  woodlot  necessitated  such  an  extensive  harvest 
that  the  possibiHty  of  periodic  timber  sales  is  ruled  out. 

The  residual  forest  stand  remaining  after  the  timber  sale  will  consist 
of  hemlock,  and  young  mixed  hardwoods  providing  excellent  cover  for 
deer  and  moose.  Some  areas  clearcut  will  regenerate  into  a  mixture  of 
birch,  beech,  maple  and  hemlock. 

Future  management  recommendations  for  this  area  are: 

1.  Maintaining  truck  roads  and  skid  trails  for  use  by  cross-country 
skiers. 

2.  Weed  and  thin  young  stands  of  hardwood  scattered  throughout 
the  property. 

3.  The  next  timber  sale  is  scheduled  in  about  30  years.  This  will 
involve  thinning  the  hemlock. 

Upon  completion  of  this  project,  the  Town  Forest  Committee  plans 
to  employ  a  surveyor  to  survey  the  boundaries  of  the  town  land 
surrounding  the  Town  Dump.

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SANDWICH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1981  Annual  Report 

1981  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  hard  work  for  the  Sandwich 
Conservation  Commission.  Five  new  members  joined  the  Commission 
and  have  brought  new  ideas  and  energy  to  it.  Along  with  our  regular 
business  of  managing  our  ongoing  programs  and  monitoring  dredge 
and  fill  permit  applications,  we  have  initiated  several  new  endeavors, 
among  them  the  monitoring  of  water  quality  at  Bearcamp  Pond  and 
an  agricultural  program.  A  timber  and  wildlife  inventory  of  the  town 
will  begin  in  1982. 

One  of  the  ongoing  programs  is  that  of  planting,  pruning  and 
general  maintenance  of  trees  and  shrubs,  a  project  generously  funded 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Alfred  Quimby  Fund  and  administered  by  the 
Commission.  Peter  Hoag,  a  registered  arborist,  has  carried  out  the 
work  around  town  —  specifically  on  the  grounds  of  the  Wentworth 
Library,  the  Sandwich  Elementary  School,  the  post  office  and  The 
Green  in  front  of  the  Sandwich  Home  Industries.  In  addition  the 
Commission  sponsored  the  planting  in  North  Sandwich  of  a  Christmas 
tree  donated  by  Victor  King. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  the  Commission  joined  with  the  Tam- 
worth  Garden  Club  to  send  interested  young  people  from  these  two 
towns  to  the  N.H.  Youth  Conservation  Camp.  Here,  they  learn  about 
their  environment.  Lectures,  hikes,  games  and  hands-on  experiences 
help  to  familiarize  them  with  the  ecological  balance  of  their  sur- 
roundings. Anyone  who  has  completed  the  8th  grade  and  is  between 
the  ages  of  14  and  18  is  invited  to  contact  the  Commission  for  more  in- 
formation and  sponsorship. 

One  of  the  prime  concerns  of  the  Commission  is  the  maintenance  of 
water  quality  as  a  part  of  our  wetlands  program.  Therefore,  constant 
awareness  of  hazardous  waste  and  other  waste  disposal  alternatives 
need  to  be  examined.  A  workshop  examining  the  siting  of  hazardous 
waste  facilities  within  New  Hampshire  was  attended  this  fall.  Various 
disposal  and  treatment  alternatives,  federal,  state  and  local  pro- 
cedures and  laws  and  local  planning  options  were  all  examined.  The 
Commission  is  and  will  remain  in  close  contact  with  the  selectmen,  ex- 
amining various  options  and  alternatives  concerning  these  matters. 

This  past  year  a  program  was  initiated  to  test  the  water  in  Bear- 
camp  Pond  for  chemical,  biological  and  physical  parameters.  The 
program  is  a  joint  effort  of  the  Commission,  the  Bearcamp  Pond 
Association  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  which  will  be 
analyzing  the  data  using  the  latter's  computers  and  personnel.  As  a 
result,  we  will  have  "baseline  data"  upon  which  to  judge  future  pollu- 
tion levels  as  changes  occur.  Funding  for  this  program  was  obtained 
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from  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  the  Quimby  Fund,  the  White  Sylvania 
Trust  and  the  Bearcamp  Pond  Association,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr, 
Lloyd  Stockton. 

The  value  of  arable  land  has  become  increasingly  more  apparent  in 
recent  years.  In  consequence  it  is  believed  there  is  renewed  interest  in 
Sandwich  in  how  we  may  better  conserve,  utilize  and  enjoy  an  ability 
to  sustain  ourselves  through  intelligent  use  of  our  natural  resources. 
An  informal  survey  has  been  taken  and  plans  made  for  an  open 
meeting  for  duscussion  of  the  organization  of  a  long  range  agricultural 
plan  for  the  town.  In  an  effort  to  symbolize  the  ideas  embodied  in  the 
proposal  the  Commission  has  prepared  a  small  "community  garden 
area"  in  North  Sandwich  for  the  use  of  Sandwich  residents  who  do  not 
have  access  to  tillable  land  of  their  own. 

In  late  summer  the  Commission  and  the  Cooperative  Extension  Ser- 
vice sponsored  a  forum  on  the  gypsy  moth.  Peter  Pohl,  county 
forester,  described  the  problem  and  what  might  be  done  to  remedy  it. 
The  consensus  was  that  spraying  is  costly  and  necessarily  extensive; 
that  generally  after  3  years  the  moth  infestation  is  depleted  by  a  virus. 
Of  greater  concern  is  the  defoliation  of  the  maples,  beech  and  birch  by 
the  larva  of  the  saddled  prominent.  This  occurs  in  the  summer  and  the 
trees  do  not  have  time  to  regenerate. 

When  new  aerial  photographs  of  the  town  are  available  this  year, 
they  will  be  used  to  initiate  a  survey  of  timber  and  wildlife.  The  Com- 
mission is  mandated  by  state  statutes  to  inventory  the  town's  natural 
resources.  This  project  is  an  extension  of  the  wetlands  inventory. 

The  Sandwich  Conservation  Commission,  through  its  chairman, 
keeps  in  close  contact  with  the  Sandwich  Planning  Board  and  the  zon- 
ing amendments  and  changes  proposed  by  that  Board.  The  Commis- 
sion supports  the  efforts  of  the  Board  and  its  commitment  to  the  pro- 
tection of  our  wetlands,  lakes,  ponds  and  streams. 

We  thank  our  fellow  citizens  for  their  continued  support  of  the 
Commission  and  invite  them  to  attend  our  regular  meetings  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month.

The  Sandwich  Recreation  Program  has  been  expanded  during  the  past 
year  to  include  more  winter-related  activities  for  adults  as  well  as  the 
youth  of  Sandwich.  Programs  were  scheduled  as  follows: 

April— June:  Little  League  Baseball  participating  in  the  M.O.S.T.  League. 
Late  April  to  the  end  of  June. 

June— August: Ten-week  summer  program  which  consists  of  adult  and 
youth  tennis  lessons,  featuring  adult  and  youth  tournaments  in  August, 
matches  with  Meredith  and  Moultonboro  youth  programs,  softball 
with  Camp  Hale,  and  track  and  field  competition  in  Meredith  Old  Home 
Day  in  late  July.  The  swimming  program  was  held  at  the  Town  Beach. 
All  programs  concluded  during  Old  Home  Week,  the  third  week  of  August. 

September:  A  Wheels  for  Life  Bike-a-Thon  was  held  September  17  to 
benefit  the  St.  Jude's  Children's  Hospital.  With  only  seven  participants, 
the  children  still  managed  to  raise  over  $700.00. 

September— October:  Participation  in  the  Meredith  Youth  Soccer 
League  began  in  September  and  ended  the  last  week  of  October. 

December— March :  Adult  volleyball  and  basketball  was  held  Monday 
and  Wednesday  from  7:00  to  8:30  p.m.  at  the  Elementary  School.  The 
Sandwich  Fair  Association  has  provided  the  big  commercial  building 
for  the  skating  rink.  The  Sandwich  Adult  Hockey  team  is  again  playing 
in  the  Conway  Hockey  League. 

January— March:  The  skiing  program  provides  for  downhill  skiing  and 
instruction  at  the  Red  Hill  Outing  Club.  A  six-week  program  was  set 
up  for  the  school  children  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  A  cross-country 
trail  was  set  up  on  the  Fair  land  for  the  use  of  all  Sandwich  residents. 
A  ski  and  skate  swap  was  held  in  December  to  help  distribute  equipment. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  volunteered  time, 
transportation,  and  participation  in  making  these  programs  successful.

1981  Annual  Report 

A  Police  Department  is  a  direct  reflection  of  the  community  that  it 
serves.  I  have  therefore  tried  to  become  acquainted  with  as  many  peo- 
ple in  Town  as  possible,  since  being  appointed  in  May  of  1981. 
Hopefully,  the  more  I  get  to  know  about  the  community  and  the  peo- 
ple in  it  the  better  I  will  be  able  to  tailor  my  services  to  the  needs  of  the 
community.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  in  Town  who  helped  me  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  community  and  especially  those 
who  were  all  too  often  pressed  into  service  to  provide  directions  to 
various  places  in  Town  that  I  was  unfamiliar  with. 

It  is  difficult  to  compare  statistics  on  activity  with  those  of  past  years 
due  to  a  lack  of  personal  knowledge  on  my  part  and  a  change  in  the 
record  keeping  system.  However  it  was  indeed  an  active  year  both  in 
criminal  and  service  related  activity. 

The  Town  benefited  from  the  services  of  Richard  Mercurio,  a  police 
intern  from  Northeastern  University,  for  six  months  of  the  year.  Hav- 
ing Richard  with  the  Department  allowed  for  increased  coverage, 
especially  during  the  summer  months  when  the  demand  for  service  is 
scattered  over  a  wide  spectrum  of  the  day.  The  intern  program  is  in- 
deed a  valuable  one  both  for  the  service  provided  to  the  Town  and  the 
experience  gained  by  the  intern.  The  program  is  partially  funded  with 
Federal  monies  and  as  with  all  Federal  programs  funding  for  1982  is 
in  question. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  extend  a  word  of  thanks  to  Troop  "E", 
New  Hampshire  State  Police,  and  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's 
Department  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  they  extended 
throughout  the  year.

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  department,  but  fortunately 
not  because  of  alarms.  In  fact  the  total  number  of  alarms  decreased  by 
18.  Chimney  fires  continue  to  be  the  single  item  causing  the  most  fire 
alarms.  We  continue  to  urge  everyone  with  wood  heating  appliances  to 
have  their  chimneys  checked  and  cleaned  at  least  once  a  year  before  the 
start  of  the  heating  season. 

The  Town  received  delivery  just  before  Town  Meeting  this  past  year 
of  a  new  pumper  authorized  by  the  1980  Town  Meeting;  but  after 
testing,  this  unit  failed  to  pass  and  was  rejected  by  the  Fire  Chief  and 
Selectmen.  The  manufacturer  was  given  an  opportunity  to  correct  the 
deficiencies  but  did  not  choose  to  do  so  and  took  the  pumper  back. 

New  proposals  were  requested  on  a  replacement  pumper  for  the 
rejected  unit.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  Pierce  Manufacturing  through 
its  dealer  Blanchard  Associates  of  Winthrop,  Maine.  The  Town  received 
this  triple  combination  pumper  just  before  Sandwich  Fair  in  October. 
This  unit  passed  the  acceptance  tests  and  has  been  in  service  since. 

The  second  new  triple  combination  pumper  was  ordered  from  Pierce 
through  Blanchard,  this  being  the  unit  authorized  by  the  1981  Town 
meeting.  Delivery  of  this  pumper  will  be  shortly  after  the  first  of  the 
year. 

The  department  plans  to  hold  an  open  house  when  the  second  pumper 
has  been  placed  in  service  so  as  to  afford  the  Town's  people  a  chance  to 
come  in  and  look  over  these  units. 

We  have  returned  the  Old  Laconia  pumper  which  has  been  on  loan  to 
the  Town  at  no  cost  by  its  present  owner,  Mr.  Lawrence  Guild  of  Gilford. 
Again  we  wish  to  publicly  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  Mr.  Guild 
for  the  loan  of  this  unit. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Selectmen,  after  discussion  with  the  Fire  Chief, 
to  purchase  the  old  GMC-Farrar  pumper  which  has  been  on  loan  for  the 
Town  by  Farrar  Company.  While  old,  this  unit  is  in  basically  good 
condition  and  was  acquired  for  less  than  what  the  rental  charges  would 
have  been. 

The  department's  rescue  squad  has  been  quite  active  this  year.  Our 
EMT's  have  been  recertified  and  the  department  and  Sirens  have  also 
been   recertified    in   CPR.   A  number  of  fund  raising  activities  were 
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sponsored  by  the  Sirens  with  help  from  the  department  to  raise  funds 
for  equipment  for  the  department's  rescue  squad.  Deep  appreciation  goes 
to  all  those  who  worked  to  make  these  events  a  success.  In  addition  the 
Sirens  authorized  the  expenditure  from  their  own  funds  of  up  to  $700 
for  the  purchase  of  some  much  needed  supplies  and  equipment. 

Late  in  the  year,  new  front  overhead  doors  were  installed  in  Central 
Station.  These  will  be  shortly  equipped  with  radio  controlled  electric 
openers.  This,  along  with  the  recently  installed  ceiling  fans,  should  go  a 
long  way  toward  helping  to  reduce  the  heating  costs  of  the  station. 
Continued  care  is  being  exercised  in  keeping  the  thermostats  turned 
down. 

The  last  session  of  Legislature  enacted  a  new  law  requiring  smoke 
detectors  in  all  new  residential  buildings,  including  private  homes  and 
any  existing  structures  that  are  substantially  remodeled  after  January 
1,  1982.  This  law  will  be  enforced  in  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  We 
continue  to  urge  the  installation  of  smoke  detectors  in  all  homes  as  it  is 
a  proven  fact  that  use  of  these  detectors  has  reduced  fire  deaths.  Fire 
deaths  in  large  motel-hotels  are  spectacular  but  the  fact  is  they  are  a 
small  percent  of  such  fatalities.  Over  5,000  fire  deaths  a  year  occur  in 
one  and  two  family  homes! 

In  closing  let  me  once  again  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  our 
ladies'  auxiliary,  "The  Sirens"  for  all  their  help,  to  the  men  of  the 
department  for  all  the  hours  put  into  training  and  work  details  let 
alone  to  responding  to  calls,  to  our  Juniors  for  their  help,  to  the  Select- 
men for  their  cooperation  and  finally  for  the  support  by  the  people  of 
the  tovm.

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NOTICE  TO  VETERANS 

Any  veteran  entitled  to  tax  exemption  in  order  to  obtain  same,  must 
file  with  the  Selectmen  his  permanent  application  before  April  15th 
or  contained  in  an  envelope  addressed  to  such  officials  postmarked 
by  that  date.  If  a  person  eligible  for  exemption  changes  his  domicile 
or  a  veteran's  wife  becomes  a  widow  during  the  year,  a  new  permanent 
application  must  be  filed  with  the  assessing  officials  in  the  succeeding 
year. 

If  a  husband  and  wife  are  both  veterans  each  must  file  a  separate 
permanent  application. 

An  application  for  Service  Exemption  which  appears  on  the  bottom 
of  your  Inventory  of  Taxable  Property  form  must  be  filed  yearly 
before  April  15th. 


SERVICE  TAX  CREDITS:  CLASSIFICATIONS 

1.  Paraplegic,  double  amputees  and  their  surviving  spouses  owning 
specially  adapted  homesteads  with  V.A.  assistance.  Credits 
unlimited. 

2.  Totally  and  permanently  disabled  veterans,  their  spouses  or 
widows,  and  the  widows  of  veterans  who  died  or  were  killed  on 
active  duty.  Credit  $700.00. 

3.  All  other  qualified  persons.  Credit  $50.00.
